This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
33-41 to invention non-elected without traverse since applicant failed to traverse the 
examiner's action mailed on November 10, 2004. Accordingly, claims 33-41 have been 
cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As taught by 
applicant at pages 8 and 9 of the specification, different methods of waste-gas 
desulphurization would yield WDP gypsum particles having different particle sizes or 
dimensions. The art of record US Pat. 5,169,617 to Clemens et al teaches the use of 
particular parameters in obtaining a particle size of less than 200 jim supporting the 
position of applicant. The primary reference US Pat. 6,299,970 to Richards et al 
teaches employing various types of gypsums at column 5. Applicant's examples on 
page 16 of the specification shows unexpected superior shrinkage resistance of the 
instant WDP gypsum over native (natural) gypsum, and thus such showing would 
overcome the obviousness rejection of US Pat. 6,299,970. The secondary reference 
(US Pat. 5,169,617) would fail .even before a combination with said US Pat. 6,299,970 
since a selection of WDP gypsum particles obtained by the waste-gas desulphurization 
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is needed in said US Pat. 6,299,970, and applicant has shown unexpected superior 
shrinkage resistance. 

Note that claims 31 and 32 are also allowed.
